paid during the year 1918. 

“AH employers of labor, whether 
in large or small numbers, are re- 
quired to make these returns,” said 
Collector Wardell. ‘‘Organizations, 
such as corporations, companies, 
partnerships, etc., are required to 
file returns showing the salaries and 
wages paid to the officers and em- 
ployees. 

“A separate.return for eagh..em- 

ployee whose salary fer’ 1918. was 
$1,000 or ‘more is required. 
_ “Banks, trust cOmpanieg and sim- 
‘lar instittttions must make returns 
of information showing interest paid 
to, or credited to the account of an 
individual if the amount so credited 
or paid was $1,000 or more. 

“Real estate agents are required 
to report the gross amount received 
in rents or ofher income and re- 
mitted to their principals if such 
amounts for 1918 were $1,000 or 
more. 

“Returns of information must be 
accompanied by a letter of trans- 
mittal on Form 1096, showing un- 
der Oath the aggregate amount of 
the payments. These forms also 
may be obtained from collectors. 

“The penalty for failure to make 
a return On time is a fine of not
